ON DRAWING FOLIAGE. 


N the interval that has passed since I penned my last 
lesson, I will suppose the fair student to have 
mastered in some degree the difficulties I pointed out, 
and that having acquired more or less skill in depicting 
single trees, she is prepared to advanco against a whole 
army of such difficulties in the shape of trees massed 
together in groups. 

In drawing from lithographed or other examples, such 
as are prepared for pupils, sho will not find the difficul- 
ties which nature usually presents to the inexperienced 
student. In the former, by sundry little conventional 
dodges, such as that of always bringing light against 
dar}, and dark against light, the business of giving relief 
and marking out the form of one tree distinctly against 
another, is rendered exceedingly simple; but in nature 
such definite forms and strongly-marked distinctions 
fre not so common, and atmosphere, space, and relief are 
more frequently suggested, not by mere contrast, but by 
far more subtle and, to my thinking, far more beautiful 
means. Look down an avenue of trees, for instance, 
such as I have feebly endeavoured to convey an idea of in 
the annexed graphotype of an ayenue at Arundel, 


near Brighton, and instead of distinctly-marked forms, 
there will be seen a most perplexingly intricato

great beauty which the earnest art student will not con. 


sont to overlook because of the difficulties she encounters 
in endeavouring to represent it, To give such effect its 
real value and perfectly true character jg almost im- 
possible without the aid of colours, or, at any rate, seems 
so to me, and I fear my attempt to suggest it in printer’s 
ink by ordinary cylinder press printing must bo a signul 
failure, although in the drawing I can recognise what I 
am attempting to describe tolerably well. 

A. rich variety and contrast will gonorally be found in the 
tones of the boles of trees thus grouped together—smooth 
and rough, light and dark. In these as they diminish in 
perspective we have a means of emphasising, as it were, 
our pictorial description of retiring planes, and carrying 
the observer's eye into the shady avenue to the point of 
greatest distance. 

In drawing from such subject, note how the forms of 
the trees vary in accordance with the requirements of 
their situations, For instance, where they have but 
little room in which to spread out laterally thoy grow 
perpendicular and slender. 

In these papers I feol I can do little more than point 
out the successive stages by which tho student can more 
safely ensuro real progress, so as not only to attain 
knowledge, but also to retain it. I have dwolt upon the 
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drawing of trees because I think, if most difficult, no 
other branch of landscape study has go many edu- 
cational advantages, and I have given long intervals 
between each short lesson, to enable the pupil to carry 
out my lessons in practice, and come to each new one 
with some practical ideas as to the value of the instruc- 
tions intended to precede and lead up thereto. Although 
this may give my lessons a fragmontary appearance, yet I 
think this system will render them the most useful to the 
beginners whom I profess to address,

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Gookery wand Domestic Pints. 


Lerorster Poppinc.—Time, two hours and a half One 
teaspoonful of carbonate of soda; two teacupfuls of flour; a 
quarter of a pound of suet; half a pound of stoned raisins; 
one tablespoonful of sugar; halfa pint of milk; peel of half a 
lemon, and some nutmeg. Mix the carbonate of soda with the 
flour, the suet chopped very fine, tho raisins stoned, the sugar, 
grated lemon-peel, and nutmeg; mix all together with a pint 
of milk, put it into a basin or mould, boil it two hours and a 
half, and serve it with sweet sauce. 


Hannan Morr’s Puppina.—Time to boil, three hours. Six 
ounces of apples, of beef suet, of bread, of raisins, of sugar, and 
six eggs; three ounces of candied peel; half a nutmeg, and a 
glass of brandy. Mix the six ounces of suet chopped very fine 
with the bread grated, the apples mixed up, the raisins stoned 
and chopped, the sugar pounded, the citron cut into slices, 
and the nutmeg grated. Well beat the six eggs, add them to 
the glass of brandy, and stir all together; boil it in a well- 
buttered quart mould for three hours, having mixed the pudding 
the day before, 


Haminton Puppinc.—Cut five slices of bread, take off the 
crusts, and butter the slices thickly. Grease the mould or 
basin, and place one slice at the bottom ; spread it thickly with 
strawberry, raspberry, or red currant jam; lay another slice, 
which spread with marmalade. Repeat with two more slices, 
covering with the fifth slice, buttered side down. Beat up two 
or three eggs with as much milk as with the eggs will soak into 
the bread. Boil foran hour. Layers of fresh frait instead of 
jam make this a delicious summer pudding. But neither in 
winter nor in summer is it a very economical pudding. If eggs 
are cheap use four for the custard.

Summer Buveracrs.—May has introduced us this season to 
true summer weather, with a temperature we are apt to associate 
with June or July; and the heat has doubtless set many house- 
wives thinking of their receipts for the preparation of palatable 
and refreshing summer drinks, Many of our readers may not 
have forgotten the various excellent receipts we gave last year 
on the whole question of summer drinks, alike for the table, for 
the nursery, and the sick chamber; but as such information 
may not now be readily accessible to all, we have thought it 
best to give a few additional directions, that may be employed 
either So ely with, or independently of those referred to. 
The six following receipts are selected from “ Warno’s Model 
Cookery and Housekeeping Book’’:— 


Ginger Beer.—Time, one hour to boil. Five pounds of loaf 
sugar; three ounces of powdered. ginger; three gallons of 
water; five lemons; a quarter of a cupful of yeast; slice of 
toasted bread. Boil the sugar and ginger in three gallons of 
water for one hour. When it is cold, add the juice and peel 
of five lemons, and a quarter of a teacupful of yeast on a slice of 
toasted bread. Let it stand in a tub covered with a thick cloth 
for two or three days. ‘Then strain it through a thick cloth, 
and bottle it. It will be ready to drink in four or five days 
after it is bottled. Ifit is wished to be very strong of ginger, 
more may be added. 

Lemonade.—Time, two hours. Six Jemons; one quart of 
boiling water; one or two ounces of clarified sugar. Grate the 
peel of six lemons, pour a quart of boiling water on it; let it 
stand some time; then add the juice of the lemons (take care 
not to let the lemon pips fall into the liquid), sweeten it with 
clarified sugar, and run it through a jelly bag. 

Milk Lemonade.—Time, twelve hours, Two dry lemons; two 
pounds of loaf sugar powdered ; one quart of white wine; three 
quarts of guwite fresh boiling milk. Peel the lemons, taking 
care first to wash tho peel quite clean. Let the peel be very 
thin. Squeeze the juice over it, and let it lay on the peel 
all night. In the morning add to it two pounds of powdered 
sugar, a quart of white wine, and three quarts of fresh boiling 
milk. Strain it once or twico through a jelly bag till it is 
perfectly clear and nice. Let it get quite cold. This is a 
most delicious beverage in tho summer. 

Cream Sherbet.—Yolks of six eggs; ono dessertspoonful of 
orange flower water; two quarts of cream; three-quarters ofa 
pound of loaf sugar. Put the yolks of six eggs, and a dessert- 
spoonful of orange flower water into two quarts of cream ; boil 
it up once in a covered stewpan, then strain it; add to it three 
quarters of a pound of fine loaf sugar, and stir it until it is dis- 
solved. When cold, set it in ice, or freeze it the same as ice 
cream. 

Lemon Sherbet.—A pound and a half of loaf sugar ; one quart 
of water; nine lemons. Dissolve a pound and a half of loaf 
sugar in a quart of water; take nine large lemons, wipe them 
clean, and cut each in two; squeeze them, so as to extract the 
juice and the essence from the peel, stir into it the sugared 
water, then strain it, and freeze the samo as ice cream. 

Strawberry Sherbet.—TVime, to stand, three or four hours. One 
pound of strawberries ; three pints of water ; juice of one lemon; 
one tublespoonful of orange flower water; one pound of double 
refined sugar. ‘lake one pound of packed strawberries, crush 
them to a smooth mass, then add three pints of water, the juice 
of a lemon, and a tablespoonful of orange flower water, let it 
stand for three or four hours, Put a pound of double refined 
sugar Into another basin, stretch over it a large cloth or napkin, 
and strain the strawberries through it on to the sugar, wring it, 
to extract as much of the juice as possible ; stir until the sugar is 
dissolved, then strain again, and set it in ice for an hour before 
serving, in small tumblers. 

T'8 correspondent of a contemporary supplies the following 
receipts for home use :— 

Lenonade au Lait.—Vho juice of seven lemons, which will 
produce about half a pint; the same quantity of white wine, 
three-quarters of a pound of loaf sugar, and a quart of boiling 
water ; mix and when cold add a pint of boiling milk; let it 
stand twelve hours, then pour through a jelly bag. 

Orangeade.—Squeeza out the juice of some oranges, pour 
boiling water on a little of the peel, and cover it close. — Boil 
water, and sugar to a thin syrup, and skim it. When all are 
cold mix the juice, the infusion, and the ayrup together with as 
much more Water as will make a richdrink, Strain through a 
jelly bag and ice. i 

King Cup.—Take the juice and rind of a lemon, a lump of 
sugar, a small piece of bruised ginger, and pour on them about 
a pint and a half of boiling water; when cold, strain, add a 
Wineglassful of sherry, and ice. : a 

Cherry Effervescing ‘Drink. —Take a pint of the juice of bruised 
cherries, filter until clear, and make into a syrup with half a 
pound of sugar, then add one ounce of tartaric acid, bottle, and 
cork well. ‘Toa tumbler three-parts full of water add two 
tablespoonfuls of the syrup, and a scruplo of carbonate of soda ; 
stir well, and drink while effervescing,

Tue text of the bill on which we remarked some weeks 
since, brought in by Mr. Shaw Lefeyre, Mr. Russell 
Gurney, and Mr. J. Stuart Mill, to amend the law with 
respect to the property of married women, has been issued, 
and there is no misunderstanding its meaning.

The earnings of a married 
woman, derived from any occupation carried on separately 
from that of her husband, are also to be deemed her 

ersonal estate. On the other hand, a husband is not to

wife as to title to or possession of personal property are to 
be decided in asummary way by any Chancery judge, or, 

at the option of the petitioner and irrespective of the 
value of the property in dispute, by a county court judge. 

When, however, a husband has been in the habit of 
receiving his wife's rents and profits, he is not to be held 
liable to account for them afterwards. ‘The existing law 
relating to the making of ‘settlements before or “after 
marriage is not interfered with. ‘It is proposed that the 
Act, which is not to extend to Scotland, shall come into 
operation on the Ist January next.

The Padies’ Garden. 


Durtine the past week the sun has been very powerful during 
the day, though the night temperaturo has been variable, and 
occasionally quite low enough to seriously check bedding plants 
that have been hurried from the frames to their summer posi- 
tions. As we advised our readers in our last, little is gained 
by unnecessary haste in the matter of bedding out; for it is 
generally found by gardeners, especially amateurs, that 
when they delay the operation to say the last week in May, 
their plants flower quite as early as those of their neighbours 
that were subjected to the risk of nocturnal frosts by being 
planted a month earlier, 


The Gardener's Magazine complains and, we aro bound to 
confess, with much reason, of the attention that is given to 
bedders, to the almost entire exclusion of other plants. One 
consequence of this usurpation has been the deterioration of 
horticulture, in some respects, among the class to whom it offers 
the greatest hope of pleasure and profit—namely, the amateurs 
who generally keep only one gardener, or who perform all the 
light and amusing operations in their gardens with their own 
hands.. Prohibit these from using bedding plants, and forth- 
with they will begin to restore to the neglected borders the 
noble clumps of fragrant white lilies, the patches of Christmas 
rose, winter aconite, double daisy, polyanthus, primula, 
Solomon’s seal, Indian pink, potentilla and the thousand other 
interesting subjects which make no blaze at any season, but are 
constantly presenting beautiful forms and cheerful colours, and 
offering breathings of incenso every day throughout the year, 

Still, while it is the fashion to Swi; our beds so closely with 
brilliant colours that the soil is entirely hidden, we fear it will 
be almost useless to complain; though hints as to their better 
arrangement will be accepted gladly. Amateurs will find that 
generally speaking, circular beds aro most effective with a good 
edging, and the centre filled with some telling plant. An 
edging of tho blue lobelia, and all the centre scarlet geraniums 
or the golden calceolaria, will always be effective; or edgings 
of the white-leaved cerastium or variegated arabis—which are 
very dwarf and always look well—and the centre a mass of blue 
lobelias, or any of the numerous fancy geraniums. An edging 
gives a nice finish to any kind of planting; but the most ad- 
vantageous way, perhaps, in small gardens, of planting a border 
is—whether we use geraniums, calceolarias, lobelias, or plants 
with coloured foliage—to place them in groups of three close 
together, and to leave a space between the groups large enough 
to prevent them from growing into each other. ‘These groups 
are far more striking than single plants would be. 


While upon the subject of bedding out, the reader should be 
reminded that plants ordered from the nurseries should not as 
a rule be commited to the open ground immediately on receipt, 
for, having come from close warm quarters, where growth has 
been forced to meet the demand, the plants may suffer a chill 
that will put thom back considerably. A cold framo is a good 
place in which to harden stock preparatory to bedding; and in 
filling the beds, warm “muggy,” damp weather should be 
chosen, if possible, and the plants turned out quickly to their 
places, with the least possible damage to the roots. 


The flowers of the rhododendrons and azaleas will now begin 
to fade, when they should all be cut off, removing at the samo 
time the whole of the seed vessels and tho stalk. By the 
adoption of this plan, the energies ofthe plants, which would 
have been expended onthe uscless seod vessels, go’ towards 
forming blossom buds for another season, Of course, none of 
tho leaves nor any of the growing buds which push out just 
below the bunches of flower are to be taken away, 

If any of the patches of hardy annuals in the borders remain 
too thick, let them be thinned and well watered... Many persons 
will still sow some quick flowering annuals to bloom in autumn, 
such ag ten-weeks stocks, candy-tuft, virginna stocks, mig« 
nonette, &c. ' 

This is.a good time to sow hardy and half-hardy perennials 
of all kinds, to get strong plants for winter, either to remain out, 
or have the protection of a frame, orto take up and pot for 
early blooming in the greenhouse. Lovers of the Chinese 
primula should sow now for the next spring. Jate-planted 
roses shonld have, plenty of water, and tho surfaco mulched, 
like treatment being given to hollyhocks and chrysanthemums 
put out last month. Carnations and picotees should bo staked 
without delay, and their shoots thinned. Part and plant poly- 
anthuses and primroses that have done blooming, and give 
them a rich loam and a shady aspect. Where it is intended to’ 
have new gravel, it would be advisable to defer it till the beda 
are filled, and the whole garden acquiring its fullsummer gaiaty 3 
a coating of fresh gravel then will add much to its gay and 
bright appearance. Roll and mow grass-turf frequently, to 
promote a fine close growth. Any watering of plants in the 
open ground should, where practicable, be done in the morning

WHATEVER may bo the individual opinion of our 
readers in respect to the female franchise, or the im- 
portance they attach to a prospective Ladies’ Parliament, 
’ they no doubt all watch with some degree of interest the 
steps that are being taken in certain quarters to bring 
about, if possible, this change. Tho latest movement of 
importance is that of Miss Lydia Becker and some other 
friends of women’s votes, who waited on the Board of 
Overseers for Manchester a day or two since, to ask them 
to place on the register all women: who had paid their 
rates as directed by the Reform Act of last year. It was 
stated that 7,000 women in Manchester alone would, if 
that were done, bo enabled'to vote. Miss Becker made a 
speech herself, but the legal arguments by which tho 
upplication was justified were left to Dr. Pankhurst. 
This gentleman haying observed that women formerly 
voted for Members of Parliament, and that the disuse of 
their right had not invalidated it, went on to contend 
that under the new Reform Act women were entitled to 
be put on the register, and to vote, for the following 
reasous :—The franchises were granted not to ‘ every 
male person,” but to ‘‘every man.” ‘Tho clauses, too, 
relating to compounding, introduced with sole regard to 
the right to vote, were applicable, and were, in fact, 
applied to women as well as men, under the designation 
of “occupiers.” The word ‘man,’ homo, in classical 
jurisprudenco and juridical science, had no necessary 
reference to sex; it meant human being, and compre- 
hended man and woman. The great maxim originally of 
jurisprudence, and afterwards of political science, omnes 
homines wquales sunt, was a declaration not concerning 
men alone, but in regard to all human beings. Secondly,’ 
the word ‘‘man” in the law of England was in fact used 
generically, and as inclusive of woman, in cases arising 
under the common and statute law. Thirdly, the word 
‘‘man”’ had received in the law of England, by a recent 
enactment, a distinct and clear interpretation. By Lord 
Romilly’s Act, 138 and 14 Victoria, c. 21, sec. 4, it was 
enacted ‘that, ‘*In all Acts words importing the masculine 
gender shall be deemed and taken to includo females, 
unless the contrary as to gender is expressly provided.” 
This section, since in the new Reform Act there was no 
proviso to the contrary, determined decisively the mean- 
ing of the word ‘‘ man,” and distinctly extended to women 
tho electoral rights granted by the Act. The chairman 
said he had much pleasure in receiving the deputation, 
and in hearing their statements, The Roard would take 
time to consider the arguments that had been advanced, 
and would inform the society which the deputation repre- 
sented of the result, 


Fux details of the surrender by King Theodoro of the 
captives and the storming of Magdala have at length been 
recoived, and, as was confidently expected, are pregnant 
with interest, Tho special correspondent of tho Times, 
describing the arrival of the captives in camp says :— 
‘* Within four yards of the little tente d’abri under which 
Thave to write, lying my length on the ground, Mrs, 
Plad, who was prevented by illness from coming into 
camp last night, is at this very moment exchanging 
grectings and congratulations with Mrs, Rosenthal, both 
happy and free at last, after so many weary months of 
well-nigh hopeless captivity; a group of small children 
are carrying on an animated conversation in a strange 
patois, compounded possibly of German and Abyssinian ; 
and a strong lunged baby is performing, in the uni- 
versal baby language, a solo of its own. Exactly 
twenty-four hours ago, these people were in momentary 
fear of a cruel death, at the mercy of a merciless 
tyrant, who, two days before, had in cold blood 
butchered over 300 innocent captives, slaying somo 
with his own hand, and who, mad with rage and 
strong drink, alternately threatened and flattere them, 
as fear or fury predominated. Just twenty-four hours 
ago their lives were literally not worth a moment's pur- 
chase, Now they are as safe as five. thousand gallant 
hearts, ready to shed every drop of blood in their defence, 
can make them, with friendly faces and friendly voices on 
all sides of them, and big, rough men—the sailors of the 
Rocket Brigade, of course, as conspicuous as they wero in 
the fight of Iriday—almost crying over their children.” 
The late king’s face is spoken’ of as a * disappointing 
one”; and we hayo also an account by tho samo writer of 
the Queen and her son. Tho so-called palace was a 
‘dirty, rude cabin,” in which were the Queen and her 
son. A kind-hearted private, finding himself in tho 
noighbourhood of the palace, was prompted by curiosity 
to enter, Seeing the Queen his honest heart could only 
express his sympathy in the absence of an interpreter, by 
afew tender pats on the shoulder, while he told her that 
“Theodorus was mafish, and she was not to be afraid,” 
‘‘Mafish,” it may be mentioned, is one of the few words 
vicked up by the soldiers, signifying No.” Her 

{ajesty isa lady-liko woman of about s1x-and-twenty, 
with yery fair complexion, full eyes, fine aquiline nose, 
and beautiful hand. What most attracted attention, 
however, was her magnificent hair, arranged in neat 
plaits, and, instead of being tied in a knot at the nape of 
the neck, as is the country fashion, falling in a cascade 
of glossy ringlets over her shoulders, Her dress was the 
simple white cotton dress of the country, gathered in a 
fold at the waist by a band. Theodore'’s left-handed but 
favourite queen is altogether a different sort of woman— 
stout, dark, and yoluptuous-looking, reminding one very 
much of a fat Indian ayah, In the palace was 4 miscel- 
lancous collection of * Kurope”’ articles and tokens of a 
civilisation which showed itself nowhere else—pianos, 
harmoniums, musical boxes, cartridges for breech-loading 
rilles, and, as the catalogues say, ‘‘a variety of other 
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articles too numerous to mention.” The futuro of 
Theodore’s young son must possess interest for many 


readers. He is to pe pee by Sir Robert’ Napier under 
the care of the Roy. Dr. John Wilson, of Bonibay, to be 
brought up and educated at his excellent institution. 


A ocasn recently decided in the higher courts, and 
known as ‘‘ Wilson and others y. Ford and others” is of 
considerable importance to ladies, and the comments of a 
legal contemporary on it are also well timed. A married 
woman cannot, with some few exceptions, contract so as 
to bind herself personally, but she may always, if 
authorised, enter into binding contracts as ‘the agent of 
another person. A man may therefore be personally 
liable upon his wife’s contracts, if she was authorised to 
make them, and if he does not support her he is liable for 
necessaries supplied to her, although ho may not have 
authorised such supplies, and even although he may haye 
forbidden them altogether, Tho law on this subject is 
tolerably clear, but there is frequently a, difficulty felt in 
determining what are ‘‘necessaries” in any particular 
case. ‘ Necessaries”’ is a relative term, and its meaning 
always depends upon the circumstances of each case. 
Where the husband is wealthy, many things might pro- 
bably be considered as necessaries which would be useless 
luxuries if the parties were in a different rank of like. ‘The 
same difficulty exists in ascertaining what aro necessaries 
for a married woman, as 1n cases where goods are supplied 
to an infant who may render himself liable for necessaries, 
although not upon any other contract. Now, Wilson vy. 
Ford seems rather to have extended the meaning of the 
word necessaries when a married woman is deserted by 
her husband. ‘The facts of the case were—a wife being 
deserted by her husband wih to the plaintiffs, who 
wore solicitors, for advice—(1) as to the best way of pro- 
curing her husband’s return ; (2) as to the enforcing of a 
verbal promise by him to make & settlement upon her; 
(3) as to claims of some tradesmon for necessaries supplied 
to her; (4) as toa threat of distress for rent upon furniture 
of her husband’s, which was in the house occupied by her. 
On the first question the plaintiffs advised a suit in the 
Divorce Court, which was commonced and was terminated 
by tho death of her husband, Tho costs of the suit were 
taxed and paid to the plaintiffs by the defendants, the 
husband’s executors, but. they refused to pay the plain- 
tiffs’ charges for their professional adyico and assistance 
upon the other questions. The Court decided that these 
matters, as well as the cost of tho suit, were necessaries, 
and that tho plaintiffs were consequently entitled to 
recover the amount of their claim. ‘Ihis decision is not 
apparently supported by any express authority upon the 
point; but it is so entirely consonant to common sense 
and expediency that it will probably be followed when- 
ever a similar case comes before one of the common law 
courts.

She 
cut a pock of cards, and then told Miss Sholly that there 
was a fair gentleman and @ dark gentleman both very 
fond of her, but sho advised her to haye the dark ono. 
Defendant produced a bottle, the contents of which she 
said. cost a soveroign, and after feeling Miss Shelly about 
the head, sho threw the stuff in the bottle into the fire, 
and when it sparkled and blazed she told Miss Shelly it 
was a sign the dark gentleman was yory fond of ees 
No money was given to the defendant on ‘that occasion 
by Miss Selby, but subsequently witness took hor £3. 
On the 12th of April defendant called on Miss Shelly, who 
again saw her in the kitchen.

‘Le IS isa pretty little article suitable for ® christening 
gift or us a present to a young mother, and it is easily 
made. Any small round box may be thus covered, or 
made on purpose with cardboard, An ordinary round 
box that has a lid folding over at the edges must have 
these edges cut away and be slightly reduced in 8170, 
Scraps of silk will suffice for the construction. Say a 
scrap of white silk half as long again as tho box is round, 
and nearly the same depth; another piece of Alexandra 
blue of thesame size, Run these neatly together, length- 
ways; arrange bars of blue satin ribbon across the white, 
and white across the blue. Run the blue first round and 
tack it to the bottom of the box. Run it aga between 
the two colours, and lay in a roll of wadding 
pofore drawing tho silk close, ‘Then tack it to the box,
